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SHALL NEGROES VC 


Louisiana Regulators Say 


They Shall Not. 


DESPEHATE CONFLICT EXPECTED 


Hundreds of Men on Both Sidci 


Armed to the Teeth and 


Determined. 


Oi'ELoi'K.\s, La.,-April 20.—The strug- 


•gle over the question of negro ballots 
•baa reached a crisis tonight. 
Two 


hundred armed and mounted men sur- 
round this place with the avowed pur- 
pose of taking the town, while almost as 
many aro camped about the court house 
determined to resist. Bloodshed caii 
hardly be averted tomorrow, and al- 
ready iu the exchange of shots one man 
ia said to have been killed. 


At this hour (3 p.m.) 500 armed men 


of both parties are on the move and a 
desperate conflict is expected at any 
time. Over 200 regulators armed with 
Winchesters have surrounded the town 
and their oaten Bible object is the capture 
of the court house. On the vote of the 
Opeloueaa ward depends their success or 
defeat in the pariah and they are con- 
centrating their 
efforts hero. 
They 


realize that if a full vote ia polled the 
combine will win. The report came to 
this place early today that the regulators 
werft assembling at thoBelleview bridge, 
three miles south of town. 


At 10 o'clock arrivals from the coun- 


try reported that 200 men on horseback 
and armed with Winchesters, shotguns 
and pietola were gathered there and 
were planning an invasion of the town. 
Upon the report of this news the com- 
bined people, or anti-regulators, began 
to assemble around the court house 
square, armed to the teeth and prepared 
to resist thu invasion. The sheriff was 
in town when the news firat arrived, 
but he did not attempt to go and dis- 
band the armed body of men. District 
Judge W. C. 1'errault rode out to the 
•camp of the regulators and endeavored 
by persuasion to get them to disband, 
but his efforts availed nothing. This 
afternoon Biamedes Durio, a leading 
planter, O. JI. Thompson, clerk of the 
•district court, and live or six friends 
were in front of Durio's house. 


"I was under a tree with my chil- 


dren near me," said Mr. Durio. "Sud- 
denly thirty regulators, led by one 
Reed, passed my house. They stopped 
behind a clump of trees and I want out in : 
the field to eeo what they were doing. 
When near them they fired six allots at; 
me. My friends came to my assist'! 
ance and we returned the fire. We then ' 
laid down and the regulators fired fully 
i 


fifty shots at us, shooting my horae in 
two places. Half of them ran away. 
The others remained behind a group of 
trees and appeared to be helping some 
one on a horse. I don't know whether 
we hurt any of them or not. We Bent 
word to town for reinforcements, but 
when the beys cstso the regulators were 
out of sight.

Durio'e story. It is rumored that two 
regulators were shot and one killed. It 
is impossible to verify the rumor. 


At 11:30 tonight the town Is quiet. 


Armed squads are on duty at every road 
entering the place, and the court house 
ie a perfect arsenal. The Washington, 
Louisiana, boya, thirty strong, wbo 
came down to tight with the citizens 
against the regulators, have hurried 
homo. A courier brings tli* nowa that 
Washington is being surrounded and 
that the regulators aro creating con- 
sternation among the inhabitants of 
Bellaire Cave. All day long thoro has 
not been a Btate or parish officer, not 
even a constable in town. It is impos- 
sible for a town to bo in a more martial 
Btate. It ia believed now that regulators 
will not come into town until morning. 
There are 100 armed men waiting for 
them. The district attorney has sent in 
word that his regulators will enter town 
tomorrow and that he has twenty Win- 
chesters at his back to say "no negro 
Bhatl vote." 
The anti-regulators declare they will 


hold the court house. The regulators 
have moved back a mile or two in the 
country from Kings Bridge. 


The trouble in Opelousas grew out of 


an effort on the partof white Democrat* 
to prevent registration of the negroes. 
A military company was sent there and 
the negroes all registered. They are In 
the majority, and the movement of the 
regulators or white supremacy crowd 
now is intended to prevent the negro 
from voting tomorrow. 


It is now stated positively that one 


regulator—Alec Reed—was killed and 
another mortally wounded in the skir- 
mish at Durio'a, three mileajfrom here 
this morning.

THE NEW 
COMET. 


Observations Taken at Lick Ob- 


servatory. 


MOUNT HAMILTON, Oal., April 20.— 


Swift's new comet was observed at Lick 
Observatory on April 16th, 17 and 18th 
by Professors Hussy and Aitkeu. From 
these observations Professor Aitken 
computed an orbit which shows the fol- 
lowing elements: Time of perihelion 
April 17th .79 Greenwich mean time; 
longitude of perihelion 180 degrees 12 
minutes. Longitude of node 177 de- 
grees 58 iniimtea. Inclination 5(i de- 
'reea. Perihelion distance .00-15 (about 
50,000,000 miles). The brightness to- 
day was 20 per cent greater than at dis- 
covery, but will decrease after Ihis. The 
comet having uassed perihelion, ia now 
receding from "the sun. It is almost, vis- 
ible to the naked eye in the northwest 
after sunset and lias a short tail. 


DISASTROUS TORNADO. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED AND MANY 


iNJUKED. 


The Wind Plays Havoc With Farm 


Houses and Outbuildings 


iu Ohio. 


FREMONT, 0., April 20.—A tornado 


accompanied by a heavy rainfall swept 
over the northwestern part of Sandusky 
county about 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
killing two persons, injuring a number 
of others and doing great damage to 
buildings and other property. 


The tornado came from the southwest 


with great force and railway buildlnga 
and trees in its path were swept away. 
Alter smashing a road brldze and blow- 
ing a big tree across a Wheeling and 
Lake Erie freight train, which crushed 
the caboose and came near killing a 
number of trainmen, the wind began to 
play havoc with farm buildings.

Swift went down by it. Then the house 
of las. Greene waa destroyed. Green's 
aged father, William L. Greene, was 
killed outright. His wife was fatally 
hurt and the baby carried across the 
road in its cradle.

shearing sheep, waa crushed. Low was 
blown across a Geld againstn tree, being 
inatantly killed.

An Insurgent Breakdown Expected 


by the Spanish. 


HAY ANA, April 20.—The gunboat Cen- 


tillaw, commanded by Lieutenant Gon- 
zales Puerta, while convoying a schooner 
having on board a number of soldiers 
and provisions intended for the Spanish 
detachment at Janda, on the river 
Canto, was Bred upon by the insurgents 
when entering the river. The insur- 
gents were in strong force and occupied 
Advantageous positions. The Bailors on 
board the gunboat and the aoldiera on 
board the schooner replied to the ens- 
my'a fire, repulsing the enemy with 
great loss. But nine of the thirteen 
men on the gunboat were killed an'd on 
board the schooner one soldier was 
killed and five wounded. 


As the ammunition supply on board 


the vessels waa exhausted the gunboat 
Hteatned away and returned the next 
day with a fresh supply of cartridges, 
resolved to make another attempt to 
reach Janda. At the entrance of the 
river the gunboat waa again fired npon, 
bat although ahe only bad four men, 
including Lieutenant Puerta on board, 
ebe succeeded in beating off the enemy 
and relieved the detachment at 2amj a. 
The lieutenant and the ship's corporal 
of the gunboat were seriously wounded.

SAX FRANCISCO, April 20.—Telegrams 


received in this city tonight show that 
icavy frosts last night did much dam- 
age to fruit. In many cases the damage 


said to be so great that the crop will 


lot be picked. The damage is said to 
iave been the heaviest on the low lands, 
although fruit on. the higher levels suf- 
fered severely. 


The following telegrams show the ex- 


tent of the damage: 


Woodland—The heavy frost of Satur- 


day night was followed by another 
equally destructive on Sunday night. In 
joth instances they were preceded by 
light Bhowcre, and aa a result losses 
which will aggregate many thousands of 
lollara have- been inflicted upon the 
ruit growers and viticulturists of Yolo 
county. There are a great many con- 
flicting rumors, but all agree that the 
lamage has boon very heavy. The only 
dillerence ol opinion is as to the extent 
of tho loss. 


A telephone message from L. J. De- 


me at the Yolo orchard enye the almond 
and apricot crops aro probably not seri- 
ously dam aired, hut the pencil and prune 
crops will be nearly it total loss. 


Telephone communication extends no 


urthur up Capay Valley tluiu to Gapay. 
?ho general opinion is that the damage 
o botb fruit and vegetables in Capay 
/alley has'been very heavy. 


Winters advices are that nearly avery- 


.jiug iu tho fruit nnd vegetable liua in 
he district ecst of Winters has been 
tilled. West of town tbe damage is not 
obad. 
Tho Pleasant Valley reports are also 
rery discouraging. The weather that 
allowed the showers was freezing cold 
and this caused more damage than the 
rout.

The very large heat deficiency accom- 


panied by froata in all portions of the 
State has acted very detrimental to all 
crops by retarding the growth of grain 
and hay and by ipjuring a vast amount 
of fruit throughout tho State, 
The 


damage in eome places ia total, while 
others only report the damage slight. 


'There is a certainty that the iruit crop 


1ms been very greatly lessened by the 
frosts of the past week. The lowest 
temperature reported 
was at Jolon, 


Monterey county, where it W»B repre- 
sented to have fallen to 26 degrees, 
wbich is 0 degreee below the freezing 
point and where considerable ice was 
formed. 


Some of the raisin crapes were totally 


destroyed by the severe fronts; many 
vineyards were saved by the timely 
warnings sent out by Forecast Officer 
Hammou from San Francisco and where 
the vinevardiaU resorted to smudging to 
save and protect their vineyards. 


The high, drying winds tn the San 


Joaquin valley and in Southern Califor- 
nia uu sucked the moisture from the 
ground, thereby injuring the grain and 
hay proapectfl.

There ia next' to no F;ile lor real 
estate, and owners and ngente sit around 
and growl about the "absence of move- 
ment," but it docs not occur to them to 
create a movement by bringing prices 
down to' lit the hard times. Land ia a 
little lower than it bus been but values 
remain out of all real proportion to the 
condition of tlie city, present or imme- 
diately proeppctive. Hot out to buy a 
lot on which to build a modest home— 
such a home na asalaried man can hope 
to pay for by from three to five years' 
saving, and that Hpace out of a man's 
life is a pretty good price for a wigwam 
—and you will learn how robber-high 
land is. A shave of one-third all round 
would be a reeonablo cut. Then peo- 
ple would buy and build, and others 
would dare to buy in tbe hope of mak- 
ing a few dollars presently by selling 
sgain. Henta have been reduced within 
the past three yoara, but not much. Tho 
thousands of vacant flats and houaes 
have compelled tho landlords to abate 
i\ litflr*.

SHALL NEGROES ME? 


Louisiana Regulators Say 


They Shall Not. 


DESl'EKATE CONFLICT EXPECTED 


llumlretls of ileu on IJoth Sides 


Armed to the Teeth aud 


Determined. 


Oi'Ei.orsAS, La., April 20.— The strug- 


gle over the question of negro ballots 


• baa reached a crisis tonight. 
Two 


hundred armed and mounted men ear- 
round this place with the avowed pur- 
pose of taking the town, while almost as 
many aro cum ped about the court bouse 
determined to resist. Bloodshed can 
hardly be averted tomorrow, and al- 
ready iii the exchange of shots one matt 
is said to have boon killed. 


At thia hour (3 p.m.} 500 armed men 


of both parties are 011 the move and a 
desperate conflict is expected at any 
time, Ovur 200 regulators armed with 
Winchesters have surrounded the town 
and their ostensible object ie the capture 
of the court house. On the vote of the 
Opeloutma ward depends their BUCCOBB or 
defeat in the pariah and they are con- 
centrating their efforts hero. 
They 


realize thai if a full vote is polled the 
combine will win. The report came to 
this place early today that tho regulators 
•were assembling at theBelltmew bridge, 
three miles south of town. 


At 10 o'clock arrivals from the coun- 


try reported that 200 men 011 horseback 
and armed with WinchueturH, shotguns 
and pietula were gathered there and 
were planning an invasion of the town. 
Upon the report of this newe the com- 
bined people, or anti-regulators, began 
to assemble around the court house 
square, armed to tho teeth and prepared 
to resist tbu invasion. The sheriff was 
in town when the news first arrived, 
but lie did not attempt to go and dis- 
band the armed body of men. District 
Judge \V. 0. Perrttult rode out to the 
camp of the regulators and endeavored 
by persuasion to get them to disband, 
but hie efforts availed nothing. This 
afternoon Diauiudea Durio, a leading 
planter, O. JI. Thompson, clerk of the 
district court, and five or aix friends 
were in front of Dunn's house. 


"I was under a tree with my chil- 


dren near me," said Mr. Durio. 
"Sud- 


denly thirty regulators, led by one 
Reed, passed my house. They stopped 
behind a clump of trees and I went out in 
tiie field to see what they were doiny. 
When near them they fired eU shots at 
me. My friends caine to my assist- 
ance ana we returned the Ore. We then 
laid down ami the regulators iired fully 
fifty phots tit ua, shooting my horse in 
two places. Half ot them ran away. 
The others remained behind a group ol 
trees and appeared to be helping BOUIO 
one on a horse. I don't know whether 
we hurt any of them or not. We sent 
word, to town for reinforcements, but 
when the boya came the regulators were

At 11:30 tonight tlie town is quiet. 


Armed squads are on dutv nt every road 
entering the place, and the court house 
Is a perfect arsenal. The Washington, 
Louisiana, boys, thirty strong, who 
came down to fight with the citizens 
against the regulators, have hurried 
home. A courier brings the newa that 
Washington ia being surrounded and 
that the rogulatora are creating con- 
sternation among the Inhabitants of 
Bellalre Cave. AH day long there hub 
not been a state or parish officer, not 
even a constable in town. It ia impos- 
sible for a town to bo in a more martial 
Btatc. It is believed now that regulators 
will not como into town until morning. 
There are 150 armed men waiting for 
them. The district attorney has sent in 
word that his regulators will enter town 
tomorrow and that ho has twenty Win- 
cheaters at Iiia back to say "no negro 
shall vote." 
The anti-regulators declare they will 


hold the court house. Tho regulators 
have moved hack a mile or two in the 
country from Kings Bridge. 


The trouble in Opelousas grew out of 


an effort on the part of white Democrats 
to prevent registration of tho negroes. 
A military company was sent there and 
tbe negroes all. registered. They ore in 
the majority, and the movement of the 
regulators or white supremacy crowd 
now is intended to prevent the negro 
irom voting tomorrow. 
It is now stated positively that one 


regulator—Alec Reed—was killed *nd 
another mortally wounded in tbe skir- 
mieh at Durio'a, three milesSfrom here 
tbia morning.

TWO PERSONS KILLED AND MANY 


INJUBBD. 


flic Wind Playa Havoc With Farm 


Houses and Outbnildiuga 


in Ohio. 


FIIEMOXT, O., April 20.—A tornado 


accompanied by a heavy rainfall swept 
over the northwestern part of Sandueky 
county about 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
tilling two persona, injuring a number 
of others and doing great damage to 
tmildinge and other property. 


The tornado came from the southwest 


with groat force and railway bulldlnga 
and trees in its path were swept away.

At tbo entrance of the 
river the gunboat was again fired upon, 
bnt although she only had four men, 
including Lieutenant Puerta on board, 
she succeeded in beating of! the enemy 
and relieved tbe detachment at Zamja. 
The lieutenant and the ship's corporal 
of the gunboat wore seriously wonnded.

equally destructive on Sunday night. In 
both instances they were preceded by 
light showers, and as a result losses 
which will iLKirregftte innity thousands of 
dollars have bueii inflicted upon the 
fruit growers and viticultnriats of Yolo 
count}'. There are n great many con- 
flicting rumors, but nil agree that the 
damage has been very heavy. The only 
difference of opinion is as to the extent 
of the loss. 


A telephone ineBHa^o from L. J. De- 


pue at the Yolo orchard saye the almond 
and iipricot crops are probably not seri- 
ously damaged, but the peach and prune 
cropa will be nearly a total logs. 


Telephone communication extends no 


further up Uapay Valley than to Uapay. 
The general opinion is that the damage 
to both fruit nnd vegetables in Capay 
Valley haa'been very heavy. 


Winters advices are that nearly every- 


thing in the fruit aud vegetable line in 
the district ci»st of Winters has been 
killed. Weat of town thu damage is not 
so bad. 


The Pleasant Valley reports are also 


very discouraging. The weather that 
followed the showers was freezing cold 
and this caused more damage than the 
rost.

As compared with the normal temper- 


ature there wore large heat deficiencies 
ihowu nt nil points as followa: 


Eureka 4 degrees, Fresno 12, Los 


Angeles 8, lied Bluff 12, Sacramento 8, 
81111 Frnauiaix> 4, and San Diego 5. 


The very large heat deficiency accom- 


panied by froots in all portions of the 
State IIHB acted very detrimental to all 
crope by retarding the growth of grain 
and hay and by injuring a vast amount 
ol fruit throughout the State. 
The 


damage in some places IB total, while 
others only report the damage slight. 


'There ia a certainty that the Iruit crop 


has been very greatly lessened by tbe 
frosts of the past week. The lowest 
temperature reported 
was at Jolon, 


Monterey county, where it wan repre- 
sented to have fallen to 26 degrees, 
which is C degrees below the freezing 
point and where considerable ice was 
formed. 


Some of the raisin grapes were totally 


destroyed by tbe eevere frosts; many 
vineyards were saved by tbe timely 
warnings Bent out by Forecast Officer 
Hnmmon from San Francisco and where 
the vineyardista resorted to smudging to 
save ana protect their vineyards. 


The high, drying winds ia the San 


Joaqtiin valley and in Southern Califor-

BETTER DIG AROUND HERE, 


The wisdom of tho proverb which ad- 


vises to look before you leap is deinon- 
BtrRted very frequently in this world, 
where people who leap first and look 
afterwardc (if they have tho opportu- 
nity) are not rare. At the present time 
it is to bo feared thai the proverb is to 
he unfortunately illustrated in tho caFO 
of many a man who has allowed visions 
of rapidly accumulated wealth to lure 
him to tho frozen regions of far-away 
Alaska. Too much stress should not be 
laid on the stories of tboao who are the 
first to return from any expedition, but 
at tho same time they arc entitled to 
consideration, and their reports ehould 


ThtiBB first returners from tho Alaskan 


expeditions of 1S915 have arrived in San 
Francisco, find their reports are not cu- 
courting to people who have contem- 
plated going north and digging a few 
eacka of gold from tho ground during, 
the cominc summer. Tbeee CrEt arrivals 
have not dug any gold nor seen any 
gold, and they did not need sacks in 
which to bring back the precious metal 
that they had gathered. Their reports 
pretty generally agree, and one or two 
are quoted for the benefit oi any per- 
Bone who may have been looking north- 
ward at all longingly. Philip Beecham 


"Alaska is going to turn out a great 


deal of gold, but it will not be produced 
by poor men. Only the rich fellow i 
who" can afford to go about tlie busiiippa 
on a big scale will reap any reward. *ily 
advice to the adventurous people who 
are. contemplating going north to gather 
up fortunes is to stay at home, for they 
will have cause to regret the step, 
unless. HB I paid before, they po there 
thoroughly equipped and uuuoretaud 
(heir business." 


R. U. Ti'ieo Bays: 
"If I were n young" man nnd had 


first-class health and n lair amount of 
capital I would try Alaska, for 1 still 
have faith in the country. It is true 
that 1 did not sec any gold while 1 was 
there, but there are noocl indication?. 
Bet Alaska ie no place for n pimr man 
I was really only there for a f«\v Jay-', 
aud J did not have much time to in- 
vestigate, but from what I saw it ie vfiry 
evident that living is expensive end that 
the season is short. There fire only 
three or four months when you cuii 
work, and this, coupled with the faci 
that supplies arc so hiuh, makes living 
difficult The eeason this year is tin- 
usually backward, and thie niukee thie 
year very hard upon those who are not 
well supplied, and who have not a good 
reserve fund of money." 


Evidently these ora the sort of utter- 


ances that ore entitled to more consider- 
ation than can bo given with a eingle 
glance. If it is not a pretty fair article 
of hard, boiled-down eenee that Meson 
Beecham and Wise are talking, tt has a 
ereat deal of the appearance of being BO, 
at any rate. Alaska hfj gold to be sure, 
but it aleo has long, hard winters and 
very brief eummero in which the prec- 
ious mineral may be taken from the 
ground. If a man has money enough BO 
that he can get along if he does not 
make a strike during the first brief 
working year, well and good: but if he 
i« not so situated— and doubtless a 
majority nf those whu have gone to 
Alaska are not— the outlook is any- 
tbluc but encouraging for him. It is a 
long, long way from home for a man to 
"go broke." 


And right in this connection another 


matter is entitled to coneideration. 
More than fifteen million dollars worth 
of gold was taken from the ground in 
California last year. In the last three 
years our output of gold has been more 
than HL,OOQ,000. The great majority ol 
the men who are going to Alaska are 
Californians. 
They are leaving the 


richest state of the Union for a country 
whoso mineral wealth is hardly more 
than conjectural. 
They are putting 


themselves in a position whence retreat 
IB almost an impossibility. They are 
liable to keenly regret their action. 


If men will find the gold that is hid- 


den in tho ground, let them do it ia 
California. Inestimable wealth still IB 
in the gray old mountains that He to 
our eastward. To be sure, it U difficult 
for & pDor man to obtain it, ' but the 
same thing may be eaid of the gold of 
Alaska. ,iOne tremendous advantage ia 
held by California over the far northern 
land: The distance from our mining 
regions to civilization is much shorter 
and the walking is a heap better than 
are those of Alaska. The value of such 
an advantage • will be thoroughly real 
feed before next winter by many a man 
who has paid something approximating 
bis last dollar for transportation to the 
goal ot the latest gold rush. He will be 
a wise man who — if the inclination t 
prospect if Btrong upon him— takes hi 
pickax and shovel, goes out in our own 
bills and there diga to his heart's con 
tent. Hie chance for securing gol 
probably will be fully aa good, and th 
chance for getting back again will he 
great deal better.
